The forty or' fifty banks he has favored 
will not kick but the others will and the 
point that is most likely 16' be brought out 
is thia, that the secrotary has made a ser- 
ious political blunder in beginning to in- 
crease the deposits in national banks when 
there is not the slightest .-reason from a 
Rflune'ml point of view for so doing, Mon- 
ey rates in Now York arc easy, it is point- 
ed out, nnd in the speech umdc by Secre- 
tary Shaw he called attention to the splen- 
did condition of the consolidated bank of 
Now York lo meet financial- emergencies 
this fall; This being so, .republicans risk 
the question why Secretary Shu w has seen 
fit to transfer lo banks several million dol- 
lars how in the treasury vails. 
. Democrats propoie to make capital, out 
of this action and of the general policy of 
placing bo much money, with the national 
banks, from which tbo govern men t derives 
no benefit or". interest.

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Alaskan boundary com- 
' mission in session 



Iteose veil- has Arinminced an Important 
j Poiicy. Which" 1b Hereafter lo - 
: Uorerii tho American Con- 
sular Service 

The Alaskan boundary commission is 
now in session in London and the proceed- 
ings are being followed with intense inter- 
est both by officials of the state department 
and by those citizens familiar with the 
contentions of the United States und Great 
Uritain, Already tho American commis- 
sioners have made a strong point. It is 
that the United States has, from the lime 
of the cession of Alaska to the present day, 
maintained but one interpretation of the 
treaty of 1825/ The Canadian or British 
contentions, on the other hand, have var- 
ied repeatedly. From a demand that the 
dividing line be drawn on the 41st mer- 
idan, down to the contention that the line 
be drawn straight across such arms of tlie 
sea as Glacier Day and Lynn canal, the 
British have been modifying their demands 
and giving evidence of possessing a claim 
that must depend foi success on skillful 
diplomacy* rather than on an equitable in- 
terpretation of the facts. The presence of 
ex-secretary of state Foster as "agent*' of 
the American commissioners is a source of 
gratification to the state department as it 
is realized that he is, more than any other 
individual, able to present the case of this, 
country. in its .strongest light and hopes 
are running high as to the eventual out- 
come of the proceedings. 

The. European squadron has arrived at 
Lei rut but so unsettled are conditions in 
Turkey reported to be that the state de- 
partment ib waiting for further advices 
from Minister Loishmnn before instructing 
Admiral Cotton to open the seated orders 
he found awaiting htni;~ The situation in 
Constantinople has become so grave that 
the government has been obliged to advise 
the ambassadors and ministers to guard 
their embassies and legations with unus- 
ual cure.. The Turkish government, has 
added to the street patrol in the vicinity of 
the foreign quarter and the diplomats have 
generally 'called upon' the station ships of 
their respective nation for guards of mar- 
ines. The.United States legation now has 
a srnull guard of paid police but Minister 
Lcishman has been authorized to call upon 
Admiral Cotton for a squud of marines if 
the situation seams to warrant it. It is 
also possible that ono of the American ves- 
sels, probably the Macbius, will go through 
the Dardanelles and anchor off Constanti- 
nople in order that it may be in readiness 
to receive the Minister and his family in 
tho event of a general uprising. While 
there ia. a'proviBion in the treaty affected 
just after tho' Crimean war prohibiting 
warships from entering the Dardanelles, 
there is also a clause which permits the 
entry of one ship of each friendly power 
when Turkey is itself at war. 

President Roosevelt has announced an 
important, policy which is hereafter to gov- 
ern tho American consular service. With 
the greatly increased extension of foreign 
trade of the United Slates', it has become 
daily more apparent that greater efficiency 
in the consular service was required and 
the president has determined to take a 
long step in the direction of promoting 
that eiiieiency by adopting a policy of pro- 
motion for consuls who have proved their 
ability. Hereafter, it is announced, no 
one will be appointed consul at an impor- 
tant post until be baa served at a post of 
less importance, for sufficient time to dem- 
on'sUiite his ability and general filunHS 
for promotion. While this policy does 
not extend to the consular ; service the p'ro- 
trction of the civil seivico regulations, or 
nercrsurily extend the tenure of oflice of 
ibe consuls, it i« claimed that it does give 
lo the commercial interest!; of this country 
assurance that in a -comparatively bnuf 
lime alt important consular ^bilious wil 
be filled, not only by men of character and 
ability", 'but by men who, bv training and 
"experience, are especially lilted lo mlvunee 
the trade interests ot the United States.

Mayor of JoUet Plmin to Compel Track 

Elevation nt Once, 

Jol lot's track elevation ordinance, pass- 
ed six months ago, became 'effective the 
other .tiny. The ordinance' affects every 
s'toahi railroad lino In the city and abol- 
ishes nil grade crossings on the cast side 
of tho river. Tho' railroads bavo appar- 
ently made no preparations to comply 
with the law nud Mayor Crolius has an- 
nounced that radical itcpa would nt onco 
be taken. lie declared that he would 
bring the railroads to time if he had to 
construct a stone wall over the crossing! 
to protect the public or drive crowbars 
into, tho right of way. The ordinance car- 
ries with It a penalty of $200 agulnst ev- 
ery road for each day's delay lu begin- 
ning tho Improvement. Under this clause 
suits will be started daily against the 
railroads. The ordinance wns pnsf'ed by 
n unanimous vote of the council Fob. 2 
last. The work was ordered stnrtcd 
■within six months, but the publication of 
the ord in mice In pamphlet form for court 
records was not completed until Feb. 27, 
and for that reason the- six mouths' time 
limit was extended. Mayor Crolius hns 
given the ratlrond companies due warn- 
ing that he will proceed to enforce the or- 
din n uce with every means nt his com- 
mand. Tii ere were several conferences 
In which the railroads sought to delay tho 
Issue, but the Mayor declares that plen- 
ty of time tins hrrn given niid there will 
he uo further respite, lu order ta make 
bis position clear the Mayor shortly after 
his election last spring sent back all the 
rullroad passes which had been sent him.

negroes have been driven out of "town In 
forty-eight hours by whiten. The mob, 
disappointed In Its efforts to lynch Crlf- 
liu, raided the* negro quart era and. stoned 
houses, resorts and dives where the col- 
ored people generally assembled, Many 
of thu negroes, fearing for their lives, 
flcd'io tlio country, where' .they, "found 
refuge with friends of their race. Many 
more negroes arepacklng up preparatory 
to leaving town for good. So far there 
has been no bloodshed, but a certain 
clnss of the white population is In an 
ugly mood.

'Cold. Weather Checks Mntnrity of Corn 

Throughout UnUeij Et«tt». 
The weather bureau's weckly'summary 
of crop conditions Is as follows: 

Tn the northern <]'.-itrlc(s east of the 
Rocky Mountains tho week ended Aug, 
81 was abnormally cool, with eicessivo 
■rnlrif nil,. except for n few limited areas. 
In the Southern States- and over the. 
.southern portions of the central valleys 
■inn! middle Atlantic States the tempera- 
ture nvernged nbout ihe normal and was. 
generally favorable for tbo advancement 
of crops, although portions of the south- 
Atlantic and east gulf dltstrictfl suffered 
from excessive beat, Portions of tlio 
south Atlantic and east gulf States and 
of Tennessee, southern Missouri, Arknn- 
s'as and western Texas aro Jn need of 
rain, whllo heavy rains la the Missouri 
ynlloy and lako region have delayed work, 
causing 'injury to grain In shock nnd 
retarded tho maturity of crops. Showers 
In the north PadBe coast States have 
been highly beneficial- 

Light frosts, coming no serious dam- 
age, were of general occurrence lu the 
middle and northern Rocky Mountain 
districts Aug. 27 and 28. 

Over the northern portion of the north- 
ern belt cool, wet went tier has' been very 
unfavorable for tho advancement of corn, 
which- Is urgently In. need .of warm, dry 
weather. More favorable conditions pre- 
vailed over tlio southern portion of tha 
northern belt, where the crop has made 
Kood progress. The outlook in the upper 
Ohio valley, .whore corn has suffered ?e- 
rinufdy from drouth, has been greatly Im- 
proved by recent rains. Cutting la In pro- 
gress ill tho southern portions of Kan- 
sas and Missouri. 

Tfoc harvest of spring -rvbent Is finish- 
ed, except In the northern Hocky Moun- 
tain Statee and on' tho north Pacific 
coast, where rains have delayed Its com- 
pletion, In the Dakotas, Nebraska, Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin stacking and 
thrashing 'hnvc been seriously interrupt- 
ed nnd considerable damngd hna been 
caused by. excessive moisture, 

While there lias been some improve- 
ment hi the condition of cotton, mainly 
In portions of the ecmr.il districts, the 
crop ns a whole hns suffered deteriora- 
tion, rust nnd shedding being very ger* 
ernl throughout (ho belt, nnd prcinaturi 
opening lu some of the eastern districts, 
where excessive heat proved unfavorable. 

Picking Is general throughout tho 
louthern districts of the 'cotton belt.

It is known to. the inhnhltiuita thnt 
the big United Stales crulBei'ft aro 'there 
to:protcot American Interests nnd 'they 
feel assured' that this "'purpose will, he 
cnrrlcd'out. When it first became, known 
that an American squndron was on the 
wny there wns a' marked change In the 
attitude of odlclnls toward citizens of

Beirut Is tho chief seaport of Syria 
and one of tho most thriving cities lu 
Aslntlc Turkey. Tho old town Is badly 
built nnd unattractive, but many of the 
suburbs contain haudtmino reaidencea. 
Thero aro numerous European business 
houses, schools nnd churches In the city. 
' The Industrial nnd connucrclnl growth 
of Beirut lias been rapid' of late years. 
Its chief manufactures are silk nnd cot- 
ton fabrics and gold and silver articles. 
The surrounding country ylehla large 
quantities of_silk, cotton nnd tobacco, 
much of which Is exported. The prin- 
cipal articles of Import nre foodstuffs and 
wearing apparel. - Though the harbor Is 
deficient in' size nnd depth, compelling 
larger vcsacls to anchor outside, regu- 
lar steam communication Is had with 
Grent Britain, Austria-Hungary and oth- 
er > countries of Europe. The coastwise 
trade Is In the hands of tho Turka. 

Beirut Is .the sent of- many religious 
dlgultnrlcs, Including n Greek bishop, a 
Mnroulto archbishop nnd n papal dele- 
gate. There aro twentylhreo mosques 
and thirty-eight Christian churches of va- 
rious denominations, tho chief mosquo 
being an old church built by the cru- 
snilcra. Educational Institutions arc 

numerous, most of ihem being maintain- 
ed by the missions, the French taking
